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THAT MAY EXCEED $200,000.

A Citizens' Meeting Called for to Receive
Subscriptions.
PITTSBURG'S GIFT To BE INCREASED

The identity of the Allegheny gentlemen
who propose to give $110,000 to endow the
Carnegie Free Library is likely to be re-
vealed at & mass meeting of Allegheny citi-
zens, to be held next Toesday evening in
Allegheny. The proposed muss meeting is
in line with the strong under-current which
is now setting in in favor of the permanent
control of the free library snd Carnegie
Hall by eitizens instead of politicians. The
promoters of this movement to secure this
public expression of opinion are the leading
citizens of Allegheny, and it is expeoted
that the lniv of the gathering will be the
raising of & large sum of mopey, condi-
tional upon the change of base in Councils
from the ground at present occupied.

Mr. Uttilles Baird, of 209 North avenue,
made the original suggestion of a mass meet-
ing of citizens to deal with the question of
endowing the library. All whom be en-
countered rum-da waxed enthusiastic, and
it was finslly dulled last night thl.ﬂhat' best
plan would be to enlist THE DisPATCH'S
services in the matier of sunonncing the
meeting and srousing and concentrating
public interest in the matter,

WHERE "TWILL BE HELD.

It was hoped that the meeting could be
beld in Carnegie Hall, but as the entire
building will be in the hands of the cleaners
and devoted to the preparations for Presi-
dent Harrison's visit and formal opening, it
was deemed inadvisable to even request the
use of the hall from the Carnegie Free
Library Commission, Aad member of t&
commission when appealed to suggested that
the meeting be held in Commen Council
chamber, and, if no obstacles intervene, the
meeting wil! be aceordingly beld at 8 o’clogk
next Toesd v evening, provided the city
authorities will allow the use of the chamber.

Mr. Baird was disinelined to appear as
an exponent of his own idess when seen yes-
terdsy, but fioally consented to be quoted at
some length. He said: “Ihave seén the
various checks alluded to by Mr. Arthuer
Kennedy, last evening, at the session of the
Allegheny City Property Committee; in
fact, we examined them tegether. Further-
more, I kaow of & number of men who will
come forward with substantial gifta if the
future control of the building be vested
in a committeein which citizens predomi-

nate.

“I will myself give for the endowmeunt of
the free library as much as any other single
citizen of Allegheny. I1'suggested & muass-
meseting of citizens interested in the future
of that noble set of buildings given us by
Mr. Andrew Carnegie for two ressons:

TWO REASONS FQR IT.

“First, it seems necessary to show fo our
representatives in Council what the real sen-
timent of the citizens in the matter of per-
maneot control of the building really is.
Secondly, to give Alleghenisns an oppor-
tonity to show how much they ap
Mr. Carnegie's generosity by emulsting it

“From what ?lure besn able to gather it
will be possible to raise $200,000 in hard
eash to endow and establish the ljbm—{ the
moment that an ordinance is adopted giving
control and management- to the citizens,
Such a ?mtihillty must certainly ecsrry
weight with it, and commend itsell to the
community.

“‘Compare the plans so for advanced. The
ordinance framed for adoption by Councils
provides for $25000 to be expended the
first year, with mno mention of any
subsequent amounts; but aoy sum raised
by Councils must be levied upon the people
and all the people, both rich and poor. e
burden must fall apon all alike, and compe-
tent judges say that §250,000 most be ex-
pended to completely equip the library. On
the other hund, it is an assured fnct that the
wealthier citizens of Allegheny are both
able and willing to shoulder thia large sum
and save the people every dollar, so far as
the books are concerned.

“If, in the face of these liberal snd pub-
lie-spirited intentions, Couneils should im-
pose such s heavy burden of taxation upon
the people, the necounts might be balanced
at the polls. If the Allegheny Councilmen
desire to emulate the spirit which has acta-
ated Mr. Carnegie, and which will develop
among our wealthier citizens, it is not a
great sacrifice to allow the building to be
controlied by citizens.

MOTIVES MISCONSTRUED,
*It is thesesilly flings at ‘aristocracy’ and
the ‘Allegheny Four Hundred' which tend

to make men of wealth hesitate when it
comes to giving for the benefit of the pablic,
for fear their wotives are going to be mis-
construed. Mr. Carnegie so plainly indi-
cated his own wishes in the termn attached
to his offer to Pittsburg that it isa mutter for
wonder that there are any citizens in either
Pittsburg or Allegheny who either can mis-
understand or choose to misunderstand what
should be done.

“I wonld suggest that every citizen who
chooses to contribute to the free library
book fund indicate for what purposes the
amouuts should be expended. Forinstance,
mli hobby is mechanieal literaturs,
other men may believe in  fiction,
biography, history, art, science,
natural science, or modern lsnguages.
Esch seciion in the magazines counld be
voted in the catalogue as the vontribution of
the donor, thus ving an mccurate
record of gilts and their scope and character,

““All I have said is simply in the line of
suggestion, but [ think we cannot do too
much to excite interest in such a magnificent
nddition to our city =sthe e Free
Library constitutes. A lively sod well-
attended citizens’ meeting upon the subject
canpot fail to be productive of good.”

FOR THE FORMAL OPEXING.
